Provincial and municipal pol¬ 
iticians are calling for perma¬ 
nent affordable housing to be 
built after a Metro story detail¬ 
ing the plight of people on so¬ 
cial assistance forced to live in 
often-unsanitaiy discount hotel 
rooms in Edmonton. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
he was deeply troubled to 
read Metro’s story Tuesday, 
which focused on an Edmon¬ 
ton Police initiative dubbed 
Project Watch. That investi¬ 
gation found people on so¬ 
cial assistance living in hotel 


rooms with mould, bedbugs 
and other serious problems 
— which the province was 
paying high fees for. 

McKeen said he applauds 
Edmonton Police for bring¬ 
ing attention to the issue and 
said governments need to act 
to address the issue. “This is 
godawful. These are our fellow 
citizens and we have to better 
by them.” 

Angela Pitt, the newly elect¬ 
ed Wildrose MLA for Airdrie, 
said situations like this are 
clear examples of where no 
one is winning. 

“It’s bad for the neighbour¬ 
hood. It’s bad for the taxpayers 
and it is obviously bad for the 
client,” she said. 

She said the government 
will have to look at long-term 
solutions and not just sim¬ 
ply writing cheques to ques¬ 
tionable motels month after 
month. 

McKeen said he intends to 
see if the city can do better

inspecting the facilities or with 
business licensing, but added 
the best solution is to get 
affordable housing built. 

He said the $8,000 a month 
Metro reported the province 
is paying to house one family 
is insane. 

For that money, “We literal¬ 
ly could have put them in a 
brand new, 3,000-square-foot 
house and paid the mortgage, 
plus bought groceries and had 
a social worker drop by,” he 
said. 

McKeen said he would also 
like to see the “predatory” mo¬ 
tel owners face consequences. 

“I hope to see that they get 
brought to justice,” he said.

Mail lolled, officer 
hurt In shooting 


What was supposed to be a rou¬ 
tine vehicle stop devolved into a 
firefight between an Edmonton 
officer and a 31-year-old man 
Monday night, police say 

Around 9:30 p.m. Monday, of¬ 
ficers were called to investigate 
a possible impaired driver in 
northeast Edmonton. 

After locating the car, two of¬ 
ficers stopped the suspect. 

A confrontation occurred 
with the male driver, who had 
a sawed-off shotgun in his pos¬ 
session, police say. 

Although precise details of the 
shooting aren’t being released 
due to an ongoing investigation, 
police say it ended with one of¬ 
ficer shot and wounded on 118 
Avenue near Abbottsfield Road, 
and the suspect fatally shot. 

Edmonton police Chief Rod 
Knecht told reporters early Tues¬ 
day that the wounded officer, 
who has been on the city force 
for eight years, has a non-life- 
threatening injuiy to his lower 
body. 

“I visited with our member at 
hospital. He is heavily sedated 
but is in good spirits and appears 
to be doing well,” Knecht said. 

The suspect died at the scene,

but investigators have not re¬ 
leased his name. No other of¬ 
ficers were hurt. 

The officer is expected to make 
a full recoveiy, said Alberta Ser¬ 
ious Incident Response Team 
(ASIRT) officials, who have taken 
the lead on the investigation. 

The suspect was not the owner 
of the vehicle involved. Police 
are actively seeking the owner 
of the car. 

The suspect was known to 
police, Hughson added. 

The dead man’s autopsy is 
scheduled for Wednesday.

Jasmine Wang is heading to 
China this summer on a trade 
mission. 

Oh, and she’s 16. 


Indeed, the Edmonton high 
school student is the youngest 
of 40 young Canadians who will 
visit China this August to build 
relationships between business, 
government and community 
organizations. 

The trip is organized through 
Global Vision, a non-profit or¬ 
ganization, and it’s partially 
funded by the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment. 

But Wang is also looking for 
local partners that she can pro¬ 
mote while abroad. 

“I’m primarily interested in 
the sectors of natural resour¬ 
ces and clean technology since 


I am representing my region,” 
she said. 

Wang said she understands 
that Chinese culture values face- 
to-face relationships. 

“That personal relationship — 
coming in person — symbolizes 
a stronger bond... than, say, just 
phoning and emailing, which is 
more common here.” 

Wang said she hopes she’s 
able to build connections, since 
she represents the future gen¬ 
eration. 

“We want to get the best and 
brightest in China to represent 
our countiy,” she said. 

“We’ll be interacting with 


the youth leaders in China, so 
I think that’s really important 
with building future relation¬ 
ships because essentially, we 
are the future.” 

For Wang, the trip gets her 
“inside the machine” for an 
up-close look at what it means 
to represent her countiy abroad. 

“I wanted to do something 
this summer that would con¬ 
firm (whether) I want to be a 
diplomat or a businesswoman,” 
she said. 

The mission will visit Guang¬ 
zhou, where iPhones are made, 
as well as Chengdu and Chong¬ 
qing.

Doctor says 
something 
has to change

An Edmonton physician who 
treats many of the disadvan¬ 
taged children who have been 
living in discount motel rooms 
at government expense be¬ 
lieves it’s doing long-term 
damage to their health. 

Metro first revealed on Tues¬ 
day that the province has been 
spending millions of dollars to 
house impoverished families 
in substandard motels. 

The issue came to light after 
police launched an investiga¬ 
tion, dubbed Project Watch, 
because the properties were at¬ 
tracting higher levels of crime 
and disorder. 

The police are now working 
to partner with social agencies 
and the provincial government 
to try and address the plight 
of the many people living in 
hotel rooms, some of which 
are infested with mice, bed¬ 
bugs or contaminated with 
asbestos. 

Dr. Tami Masterson treats 
many of these children and 
has been meeting with the 
Project Watch team. 

She said the children living 
in these motels face real and 
constant challenges to their 
health. 

“They have respiratory ill¬ 
ness, they have skin infections 
and lesions and the trauma 
that comes from living in an 
apartment that has no outside 
play place,” she said. 

Masterson said the tight 


quarters are also a major 
health problem. 

“For a child to develop in¬ 
side the playpen, that’s not 
possible for you to develop 
to your best ability,” she said. 

Masterson said the mould, 
bedbugs and other ills cause 
health problems for children, 
but they’re also subjected to 
emotional trauma from liv¬ 
ing around areas of crime and 
disorder. 


“Children are going to be 
aware of the sirens and they’re 
going to be told you can’t go 
outside because there are bad 
people,” she said. 


“When you bring fear to 
children, that affects their 
development.” 

Numerous studies Master- 
son cites show that emotional 


trauma at a young age can be 
debilitating. 

She said early childhood 
trauma follows people 
throughout their life and it 
has an impact on the health 
system. 

“You die on average 20 years 
earlier and on top of that you 
have increased cancer, and 
heart disease and diabetes 
risk,” she said. 

“If you get ahead of this and 


you diminish early child adver¬ 
sity and you diminish poverty, 
these people will be healthier 
across their life span.” 

Masterson said she’s opti¬ 
mistic the Edmonton Police’s 
focus on the issue will lead to 
greater change, but govern¬ 
ment will have to stick with 
their promises. 

“Something really has to 
change and we have to be ac¬ 
countable to that change.”

PCs say former candidate

Defendant stands ground 
in ex-Tory minister lawsuit 


The Progressive Conservatives 
say any damage a former candi¬ 
date received to his reputation 
was his own doing and not a 
result of their decision to dis¬ 
qualify him. 

Don Martin, who attempted 
to run for the party in the Ed- 
monton-Decore riding in the 
last election, sued the party for 
defamation after he was disquali¬ 
fied. In the suit, filed just before 
the election, Martin claimed he 
was unfairly disqualified and 
the party’s decision had done 
considerable damage to his repu¬ 
tation. 

In their statement of defence, 
filed May 4, the party and its for¬ 


mer executive director, Kelley 
Charlebois, claim they prefer to 
“discreetly” tell candidates that 
they have been disqualified, but 
can’t control what candidates do 
with that information. 

“On occasion, for reasons of 
their own, disqualified candi¬ 
dates occasionally choose on 
their own to make their disquali¬ 
fications public. That was the 
case here,” reads the statement. 

The party also claims they dis¬ 
qualified Martin for interfering 
in the Edmonton-Meadowlarlc 
nomination race and that he 
was fully aware of why he was 
being pushed out. 

“The plaintiff admitted that 


he had offered a financial in¬ 
ventive to another candidate for 
nomination, but felt that there 
was nothing wrong in doing so,” 
reads the statement. 

Martin previously told Met¬ 
ro he approached a candidate 
about leaving the race and had 
preliminary discussions about 
finding ways to cover the can¬ 
didate’s expenses, but denies 
doing anything more. 

The party is seeking to have 
Martin’s $124,000 suit dismissed 
with costs. None of the allega¬ 
tions in either Martin’s claim or 
the statement of defence have 
been proven in court.

The defendant in a $l-million 
defamation lawsuit launched 
by former Toiy associate minis¬ 
ter Naresh Bhardwaj is standing 
his ground, claiming the gov¬ 
ernment member came to his 
home and offered him a bribe 
in his driveway. 

Balvir Sidhu’s statement of de¬ 
fence comes in response to the 
lawsuit from Bhardwaj, which he 
filed in the days after statutoiy 
declarations surfaced claiming 
he had attempted to sway sup¬ 


porters of Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive Edmonton-Ellerslie nomina¬ 
tion opponent Balraj Manhas. 

In his statement of defence, 
Sidhu alleges Bhardwaj, who was 
the riding’s incumbent and as¬ 
sociate minister of persons with 
disabilities, actually ventured to 
his home with another man and 
offered him $10,000 to sign a 
pre-drafted affidavit claiming he 
hadn’t signed Manhas’ nomina¬ 
tion papers. Sidhu claims Bhard¬ 
waj had a copy of Manhas’ pa¬ 
pers despite him believing that 
such documentation is generally 
kept private. 

“When Mr. Sidhu indicated he 
was not interested, Mr. Bhardwaj 


suggested that he could offer a 
vacation package for his family 
to travel to India,” the statement 
of defence reads. “In the further 
alternative, Mr. Bhardwaj sug¬ 
gested that (associate Sukhjeevan 
Chahal) had connections in India 
whereby he could arrange for 
the payment to be made in that 
country.” 

None of the allegations has 
been proven in court. Sidhu did 
confirm the original statutory 
declaration’s validity to Metro 
when the stoiy was first reported 
in March. He claims, however, he 
wasn’t responsible for the docu¬ 
ment surfacing and declined to 
respond to other media inquiries.

There’s a new urban trend in 
Edmonton that isn’t confined 
to the city core. 

Community leagues 
strapped for money, volun¬ 
teers and time are banding 
together in order to get big¬ 
ger things done. 

The latest venture, 106 St. 
Fest, is a partnership between 
five community leagues 
south of the river. Strath- 
cona, Queen Alexandra, Al¬ 
lendale and Pleasantview and 
Empire Park are all pitching 
ideas on how to get people 
to explore the north-south 
corridor while leaving the 
car at home. 

“The purpose is to cele¬ 
brate all the resources and 
services we have in the com¬ 


munity,” said Emily Vespi, 
co-organizer of the event, 
which kicks off on May 23.

A seven-year-old Edmonton 
transgendered student will 
be free to use the girls’ wash¬ 
room at her school, said her 
mother Tuesday, after a deci¬ 
sion from the Catholic school 
board deemed the matter to 
be the school principal’s call. 

Trustees made the decision 
following a nearly five-hour pri¬ 
vate session that started Tuesday 


morning. According to a state¬ 
ment released by the district, 
the board found the school was 
in the best position to make a 
decision. 

“The Board will continue to 
discuss policy with respect to 
this issue in consultation with 
the Archdiocese of Edmonton, 
medical specialists, parents and 
educational experts,” the state¬ 
ment said. 

Asking that her name not be 
published to protect the identity 
of her daughter, the mother said 
she was tom by Edmonton Cath¬ 
olic School Board’s decision. 

After lodging a human-rights 
complaint, the mom said she 
would wait until she received 
confirmation of the board’s de¬ 
cision in writing before with¬ 
drawing it. The complaint al¬ 
leges her daughter was being

barred from the girls’ washroom 
and redirected to a gender-neu¬ 
tral bathroom. 

The mom called on the board 
to create a clear policy for all 
students. 

Mamis Pardis, a city trans ad¬ 
vocate, described the district’s 
statement as vague. 

“We really have no answers,” 
she said. “I do question the 
transparency, or lack of it.” 

Last week, board tmstee Pa¬ 
tricia Grell spoke out in support 
of the student. 


But board chair Debbie Engel 
fired back, saying the school 
had made a decision based on 
the safety and security of all 
students — but wouldn’t block 
the student from using a female 
washroom if she wished. 

A public board meeting had 
been slated for Tuesday after¬ 
noon, with a motion for “re¬ 
structuring of board operations” 
put forward by trustee Laura 
Thibert, but it was cancelled 
after the board member with¬ 
drew the item. 

Grell, who suggested the mo¬ 
tion was intended to discipline 
her for her actions, said she 
doesn’t think she’s “out of the 
woods,” even though the item 
was withdrawn. 

“They’ll deal with me at a 
later time,” she told media 
Tuesday.

Suspect sought in filmed assault 


An assault that left a man 
with major facial injuries, 
filmed by one of two sus¬ 
pects, has police searching 
for a man who was wearing 
a T-shirt with a disturbing 
message. 

On May 5, Edmonton po¬ 
lice say, a man approached a 
southeast residence and told 
the man inside that he had 
hit his backyard fence with 
his vehicle. 

When the man walked to 
the alley to inspect the fence, 
he was assaulted — while a 
second man reportedly video¬ 


taped the beating with a cell¬ 
phone. 

The victim’s face was badly 
injured. Police describe the 
assault as random. 

On Tuesday, police released 
images from a security cam¬ 
era at a convenience store 
near the victim’s residence. 
They hope the public can help 
identify the suspect. 

On the suspect’s T-shirt is 
the phrase “I win, you lose.” 

Investigators would like to 
speak with anyone who wit¬ 
nessed the assault. For those 
who wish to remain anonym-

The doctor writes a prescription 
for medication, the pharma¬ 
cist fills it and then Canadians 
(most often teens), are raiding 
the family medicine chest to 
get high — and sometimes die. 

So goes the countrywide 
problem of prescription drug 
abuse that Canada’s health 
minister, Rona Ambrose, calls 
a “silent killer by legal means.” 

Ambrose was in Edmonton 
Tuesday to announce millions 
toward pharmacy inspections 
over the next several years, 
working with that group to en¬ 
sure safe handling, storage and 
security of prescription drugs. 

“Eveiyone has a role to play 
— the Alberta triplicate prescrip¬ 
tion program is one tool, but so 
is keeping opioids under lock 
and key. We need increased co¬ 


ordination among physicians, 
pharmacists and law enforce¬ 
ment, and to educate the public 
about safe disposal of leftover 
medication,” she said. 

George Stephenson, chief 
superintendent of the Alberta 
RCMP, said opioid use and crim¬ 
inal behaviour is rising among 
Alberta youth. 

“There have been 12 phar¬ 
macy robberies this year in Ed¬ 
monton alone,” he said. “Youth 
are getting hooked on these 
addictive medications at home, 
and then they go looking for it 
elsewhere.” 

Alberta is facing specific chal¬ 
lenges, with increasing inci¬ 
dents of overdose and abuse 
of prescription drugs reported 
in First Nations communities 
across the province in recent 
months. 

Chief Weasel Head, of Al¬ 
berta’s Blood Tribe, said there’s 
been a “devastating spike in 
overdose deaths related to 
prescription drugs” — some 
40 overdoses and 20 deaths in 
the last six months in his com¬ 
munity. 

“One death is too many. We 
need a collective approach to 
create healthy youth and fam¬ 
ilies,” he said. 

As part of the five-year, 


$44-million national anti-drug 
strategy, $13.5 million will go 
to prevention and treatment 
programs related to prescription 
drug abuse within First Nations 
Communities across Canada. 

Federal government initia¬ 
tives also include parent/teen 
public awareness campaigns 
and the continued National Pre¬ 
scription Drug Drop-off Day 
organized by the Canadian As¬ 
sociation of Police Chiefs. 


Currently, Alberta pharma¬ 
cists collect 70 tonnes of unused 
medications each year, using 
environmentally-safe methods 
to destroy the products. 

“This is a preventable, treat¬ 
able issue,” said Ambrose. “Many 
of these legal drugs have proven 
therapeutic benefits when pre¬ 
scribed by a doctor, but they 
have a high potential for harm 
when used improperly and rec- 
reationally.”

Police 
ticket 
1,000 in 
four days 

Banff seemed to be the epicentre 
for speeders over the May long 
weekend, with officers doling 
out more than 1,000 tickets in 
just four days. 

Sgt. Darrin Turnbull said the 
Integrated Traffic Unit in Banff 
was operating at full capacity 
to deal with the number of im¬ 
paired and distracted and speed¬ 
ing drivers on the roads. 

“People know speeding in¬ 
creases the risk of a fatal colli¬ 
sion and that seat belts and child 
safety seats save fives,” Turnbull 
said. “What they don’t seem to 
get is that they could get caught.” 

The number of tickets doled 
out in Banff comprised almost a 
quarter of the 4,500 traffic viola¬ 
tions across the entire province 
over the weekend. Most tickets 
issued involved speeding viola¬ 
tions, with the rest comprised of 
of impaired driving, distracted 
driving, or seatbelt infractions. 

While the number of distract¬ 
ed driving and failure to use seat- 
belt tickets were down from last 
year, 2015 saw increases in both 
impaired driving and speeding 
over last year. 

One driver was even caught 
twice in the same day — once 
near Airdrie, then again near 
Strathmore — for speeding 30 
km/h over the limit. 

With an increased number 
of patrollers out over the week¬ 
end, Alberta’s Integrated Traffic 
Units are continuing to focus on 
reducing unsafe driving behav¬ 
iours as part of Canada Road 
Safety Week, metro

Youth whose families receive 
government assistance are 
more likely to head to the 
hospital because of self-harm 
compared to young people 
from families who don’t re¬ 
ceive assistance, a new study 
from University of Alberta has 
found. 

The research, which appears 
in the Canadian Journal of 
Emergency Medicine, exam¬ 
ined 6,000 emergency room 
visits by young people between 
2002 and 2011. It found youth 
living on some sort of govern¬ 
ment subsidy are more likely 
to visit ERs due to self-harm. It 
also found First Nations youth 
are more likely as well. 

While First Nations youth 
represent six per cent of the 
province’s pediatric patient 
population, the study found 
they made up 16 per cent of 
all visits for self-harming be¬ 
haviour to Alberta ERs. 

Similarly, youth from fam¬ 


ilies receiving government 
subsidy represent 11 per cent 
of pediatric population, but 
accounted for 17 per cent of 


visits ER visits for self-harm. 

Amanda Newton, the 
study’s lead author, said she 
hopes the research can lead 
to better care. 

“It’s not just treating the 
actual episode of self-harm, 
but it’s about better under¬ 
standing the context in which 
that self-harm occurred,” she 
said. 

That means completing an 
assessment that goes beyond 


stitching up a patient and 
sending them home, she said. 

“It’s talking about their 
mental health and social 
needs, it’s talking about their 
family needs and then deter¬ 
mining based on that needs 
and risk assessment, whether 
they need to make a referral 
to follow up.” 

Conrad Tsang, a U of A stu¬ 
dent who helped collect the 
data, said care needs to be 


targeted at vulnerable groups. 

“By not only reducing the 
barriers towards timely access 
of care, but also strength¬ 
ening community-based inter¬ 
ventions, and particularly in 
the case of First Nations by 
making culturally grounded 
programs accessible, policy 
changes should improve the 
capacity to deliver quality 
care to the groups that need 
it most,” he said.

Job loss to 

continue: 

Report 

When Ritchie Bros. Auctions 
held its biggest-ever auction 
near Edmonton last month, a 
huge chunk of inventoiy for 
sale was heavy digging and drill¬ 
ing machinery that had served 
Alberta’s oil and gas industiy. 

It reflected what a new re¬ 
port from Enform — the safety 
association for the oil and gas 
industiy — confirms: decreased 
spending in Canada’s oil and 
gas industiy could potentially 
lead to tens of thousands of job 
losses across the country, most 
right here in Alberta. 

“If oil prices continue to re¬ 
main low, we anticipate addi¬ 
tional reductions to spending 
and jobs before things start to 
turn around,” said Carol Howes, 
Director of Petrol MI (a division 
of Calgaiy-based Enform). 

The report said two-thirds 
of the estimated 185,000 lost 
jobs related to oil and gas will 
be lost in Alberta, part of an 
estimated $ 30-billion hit to the 
Canadian economy. 

Enerflex, a Calgaiy-based sup¬ 
plier of products and services to 
oil and gas production, cut jobs 
earlier this year and announced 
it was closing its Nisku facility 
altogether. 

“A lot of the product we sold 
this time around did come from 
the energy sector — the slow¬ 
down has idle equipment and 
the pressure to sell is on the 
rise. But industries are so inter¬ 
connected, so other sectors do¬ 
ing well, like general construc¬ 
tion and transport pick up the 
slack,” said Randy Wall, Can¬ 
adian president for Ritchie Bros. 

“The behaviour of oil and gas 
companies will be an import¬ 
ant factor in determining the 
actual number of job losses in 
2015,” said Howes.

New Oilers coach treads carefully on talk of playoffs 


Todd McLellan, named Tues¬ 
day as the new coach of hock¬ 
ey’s woebegone Edmonton 
Oilers, said he’s not even 
thinking about making the 
post-season right now. 

“We’re not going to talk 
about playoffs here,” said 
McLellan, sitting beside Oil¬ 
ers general manager Peter 
Chiarelli, for the announce¬ 
ment at a downtown hotel. 

“We’re going to talk about 
foundation. We’re going to 
talk about creating an iden¬ 
tity and building towards it. 

“The playoff part of it 
exists after you accomplish 
those regular-season things, 
and we’ve got work to do 
there.” 


McLellan, 47, becomes the 
14th head coach of the Oilers. 

The man from Melville, 
Sasic., is the latest change 
in a sweeping front-office 
shalceup that followed the 
Oilers winning the draft lot¬ 
tery last month to give them 
the chance to draft genera¬ 
tional junior hockey sensa¬ 
tion Connor McDavid. 

McLellan takes over a hock¬ 
ey team that has missed the 
playoffs for the last nine con¬ 
secutive seasons. 

The Oilers have earned a 
reputation as a dysfunction¬ 
al organization that drafts 
poorly outside the first round 
with little ability to develop 
players. 


The Oilers finished 28th 
this season with a 24-44-14 
record. 

McLellan parted ways with 
the San Jose Sharks a month 
ago after coaching the team 
for seven seasons. 

He took them to the play¬ 
offs six times and made hock¬ 
ey’s final four twice. 

He has a career 311-163- 
66 coaching record in the 
regular season, but is 30-32 
in the playoffs. 

He becomes Edmonton’s 
sixth coach since 2009, and 
was asked about inheriting 
a culture of losing. 

“The past is the past,” said 
McLellan.

Actor had been 
hiding out after 
being denied 
residency 

Actor Randy Quaid, who once 
claimed he was being hunted by 
“Hollywood star-whaclcers,” was 
ordered released from a Montreal 
immigration detention centre 
Tuesday following more than two 
years of living under the radar. 

Quaid, 64, was nabbed last 
Thursday in Montreal, where 
he’s lived since January 2013, 
a month after finding out his 
bid for permanent residency in 
Canada had been denied. 

He became the subject of a 
nationwide arrest warrant after 


he stopped checking in with the 
Canada Border Services Agency. 

An Immigration and Refu¬ 
gee Board member authorized 
Quaid’s release Tuesday after 
his father-in-law agreed to post 
a $10,000 bond. It was not im¬ 
mediately known if the money 
was handed over. 

Quaid must abide by a number 
of other conditions, including 
checking in with border-agency 
officials within 48 hours of his re¬ 
lease and then every two weeks. 
He must tell them if he leaves 
Canada, and he can’t work with¬ 
out a valid work permit. 

Quaid and Evi, his Canadian 
wife of 25 years, fled the United 
States in 2010, saying they were 
the victims of persecution. 

The Quaids arrived in Canada 
with a string of legal problems, 
but during Tuesday’s hearing

Quaid also doesn't have a 
valid U.S. passport; he and 
his wife announced late 
last year they are suing U.S. 
Secretary of State John 
Kerry and the State Depart¬ 
ment to recover passports 
the government revoked 
three years ago. A docu¬ 
ment filed Tuesday sug¬ 
gests the U.S. government 
is willing to give Quaid a 
temporary passport. 


were told that all of the charges 
against them were dismissed ex¬ 
cept for one — a burglary charge 
which Quaid claims is identity 
theft. 

Sporting a massive beard and 


shoulder-length grey hair, Quaid 
apologized and indicated he’s 
ready to return to the United 
States to deal with the case and 
ultimately return to Canada. 

Quaid said he was devastated 
by the ruling against his resi¬ 
dency bid in December 2012 and 
feared being separated from his 
wife, whose father is Canadian 
and enabled her to gain her cit¬ 
izenship. 

A border-agency official saw 
Quaid coming in and out of a 
residence in Montreal and police 
were asked to break down the 
door when no one would answer. 

Board member Dianne Tordorf 
said that Quaid posed a flight 
risk given that he has failed to 
follow previous conditions, but 
said she doesn’t believe his de¬ 
tention is necessary. 

Quaid is the older brother of

The recent rebound in oil prices 
and the exchange rate is adding 
to uncertainty about the direc¬ 
tion of the country’s economy, 
Bank of Canada governor Ste¬ 
phen Poloz said Tuesday 

Poloz told a business crowd 
in Prince Edward Island that the 
central bank will have to care¬ 
fully monitor how companies 
and households react to such 
shifts and other financial de¬ 
velopments over the coming 
months. 

“Of course, I must underscore 
how uncertain the outlook is,” 
Poloz said in a speech for the 
Greater Charlottetown Area 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Poloz has said his fingers are 
crossed that the economy — 
still hurting from the late-2014 
oil slump — will bounce back 


in the second quarter after he 
predicted zero growth for the 
first three months of this year. 

But the governor pointed 
to recent increases in both oil 
prices and, to a lesser degree, 
the Canadian dollar as sources 
of further uncertainty. 

The price of a barrel of oil 
recently climbed above $60 US 
after dipping below $50 as re¬ 
cently as March. But it’s still far 
below its summer of 2014 high 
of about $107. 

The loonie dropped Tuesday 
to 81.75 cents but stayed above 
the 80-cent mark. It dipped close 
to 78 cents a couple of months 
ago. 

Cheaper crude prices have a 
negative effect on Canada’s huge 
energy sector, which is offset 
somewhat by lower pump prices 
that help consumers. 

A lower loonie boosts rev¬ 
enues for exporters and helps 
them penetrate foreign markets. 

“Recent events make it clear 
that we live in a veiy uncertain 
world,” Poloz said. 

Among those uncertainties is 
the performance of the United

States economy, which Poloz has 
been counting on to provide a 
major boost for Canada. So far 
this year, the U.S. has fallen short 
of expectations. 

Following his speech, Poloz 
said he still expects the Amer¬ 
ican economy to start accelerat¬ 
ing in the second half of the year, 
saying, “it’s still veiy early days” 
in trying to determine what the 
second quarter might look like. 

Poloz blamed temporary nega¬ 
tives, such as poor weather, for 
the slow start to 2015 in the U.S. 
He also said American consum¬ 
ers appear to be hanging on to 
some of the savings they ac¬ 
cumulated from lower gas prices.

Juice might be getting canned from Canada’s Food Guide 


It appears that Health Canada 
may be considering a squeeze 
on fruit juice as a healthy diet¬ 
ary choice. 

Under Canada’s Food Guide, 
it’s recommended that children 
and adults consume up to 10 
servings of fruits and vegetables 
each day. Half a cup (125 milli¬ 


litres) of 100 per cent fruit juice 
is among the recommended 
examples of a serving. 

But obesity experts have long 
argued that fruit juices should 
be removed from Canada’s diet¬ 
ary bible because of their high 
sugar content and the number 
of pound-packing calories they 


contain. 

The Food Guide came under 
attack at a recent obesity con¬ 
ference in Toronto, with some 
of the most vociferous criticism 
aimed at the inclusion of fruit 
juice as a healthy alternative 
to whole fruits. The director 
general of the federal office of 


nutrition policy and promotion 
reportedly hinted during that 
meeting that Health Canada 
would be changing its stance 
on fruit juices. 

“You won’t be seeing that 
anymore, and there will be a fair 
number of new materials com¬ 
ing out in the next few months,” 


Hasan Hutchinson is quoted as 
saying by the Canadian Medical 
Association Journal. 

Health Canada would not 
confirm Tuesday whether the 
inclusion of fruit juice in the 
Food Guide is under review or 
if a decision has already been 
made to remove it as a recom¬ 


mended option. 

Dr. Yoni Freedhoff, medical 
director of the Bariatric Med¬ 
ical Institute, likened a serving 
of juice to a glass of water to 
which “five teaspoons of sugar 
are added, plus a few smatter¬ 
ings of vitamins.”

Allegations of RCMP wrongdoing 
related to the illegal destruc¬ 
tion of long-gun registry records 
are under investigation by the 
Ontario Provincial Police.

Legault calls that a “perilous 


precedent” that could be used 
by governments to retroactively 
rewrite laws on everything from 
spending scandals to electoral 
fraud. 

While the Conservatives 
press ahead with an omnibus 
bill that will retroactively erase 
the offence from the books, Jus¬ 
tice Minister Peter MacKay’s of¬ 
fice has confirmed that it sent 
Legault’s findings to the Public 
Prosecution Service of Canada, 
which in turn handed the file 
over to an investigative agency. 

“It will be looked at by a sen¬ 
ior investigator,” said Sgt. Peter 
Leon of the OPP, confirming an 
investigation will take place.

University of Ottawa president 
Allan Rock and his family are 
behind a budding new busi¬ 
ness venture — now all they 
need is a licence from the 
federal government to grow 
medical marijuana. 

Corporate documents ob¬ 
tained by Metro show Rock, 
his wife Deborah Hanscom 
and their two children have 
started a business called Rock- 
Garden Medicinals Inc. 

On its website, the com¬ 
pany says it aims to become “a 
trusted supplier of premium 
medicinal marijuana.” 

Before they can do that, 
however, Health Canada 
needs to grant them a licence 
to grow medical marijuana — 
something Hanscom, who is 
the company’s chief execu¬ 
tive officer, says is still up 
in the air. 

“Right now we’re not close 
to having a licence to pro¬ 
duce, and there’s other ap¬ 
plicants in the community in 
our position,” she said. 

Hanscom, who uses med¬ 
ical marijuana herself to treat 
chronic pain, says obtaining a 
license is taking longer than

expected because Health Can¬ 
ada is still getting its rules 
and regulations sorted out. 

“Everyone needs to keep 
a site available, there’s a cost 
to keeping people who will 
be your professionals, keep¬ 
ing shareholders interested 
in the uncertainty,” she said. 
That has left the company 
in limbo. 

The family incorporated 
two companies in 2013 and 
2014, corporate records show. 

One of them — an Ontario 
numbered company — lists 
Rock as its president and as 
one of its directors. His name 
does not appear on the cor¬ 
porate filings of the second 
company, RockGarden Medi¬ 
cinals (2014) Inc. 

Both companies list 259 
McLeod St. in downtown Ot¬ 
tawa as their business address. 

Property records show 
Rock and Hanscom bought 
the property in March 2014. 

Hanscom says the num¬ 
bered company owns the 
building where RockGarden 
Medicinals hopes to eventual¬ 
ly grow medicinal marijuana. 

The other company han¬ 


dles RockGarden Medicinals’ 
business operations, she said. 

But Hanscom says her hus¬ 
band — who held the justice 
and health portfolios in the 
Liberal government of former 
prime minister Jean Chretien 
— is not involved in the ma¬ 
rijuana-growing side of the 
business. 

“He’s not involved in the 
business, but other members 
of our family are involved, 
that’s where the name comes 
from,” she said. 

Rock — whose term as 
president and vice-chancellor 
of the University of Ottawa 
comes to an end next year — 
did not respond to a request 
for comment on Tuesday. 

Hanscom says she has 
enjoyed the experience of 
starting a medical marijuana 
business, even if it never gets 
off the ground. 

“I don’t know if the yellow 
brick road will ever have an 
ending,” she said. “It’s been 
a great experience, but it’s 
still a real work in progress.” 

Health Canada has yet 
to respond to a request for 
comment.

Canada's emissions targets unlikely to impress other nations 


Q GREENHOUSE GASES 


Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er’s new greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions targets may not win him 
any raves at next month’s G7 
summit, but it could help him 
stave off a bit of criticism. 

Harper is expected to attend 
the June leaders’ summit where 
his German hosts will focus on 
climate change as their neigh¬ 
bour and fellow G7 member, 
France, prepares to host a ma¬ 
jor environmental summit in 
December. 

Canada has faced widespread 
international criticism for be¬ 
ing a climate-change laggard, 


but last week the Harper gov¬ 
ernment announced it would 
aim to reduce greenhouse gas 
emissions by 30 per cent below 
2005 levels by 2030. 

France and Germany are 
holding their cards tight on 
that announcement. 

For now, the United States 
says it wants see more before 
it passes judgment. 

Bariy Rabe, a climate policy 
expert at the University of 
Michigan, says Canada’s tar¬ 
get appears more ambitious 
than expected, but is still not 
enough to win plaudits in for¬ 


eign capitals. 

The target may be an indica¬ 
tion that Canada is sensitive to 
some of the past international 
criticism it has faced because 
it was higher than expected, 
he said. 

“This is not trivial. It’s more 
than we might have antici¬ 
pated, but I don’t know it’s 
going to leave jaws agape in 
Washington or anywhere else.” 

Neither the French nor Ger¬ 
man governments have made 
any public comment on the 
Canadian announcement of 
what is called its Intended Na¬ 


tionally Determined Contribu¬ 
tions, or INDC. 

A U.S. government official, 
who commented on the condi¬ 
tion of anonymity, offered only 
the faintest praise in response 
to Friday’s announcement by 
Environment Minister Leona 
Agluklcaq. 

“We welcome the news of 
Canada’s submission of its 
INDC along with other coun¬ 
tries’ submissions to date, 
and we look forward to re¬ 
viewing its contents,” said 
the U.S. official.

Cholera breaks 
out as village 
in Tanzania 
overwhelmed 

Cholera and severe diarrhea 
have broken out among tens 
of thousands of refugees from 
Burundi who are jammed into 
a village in Tanzania on the 
edge of Lake Tanganyika, with 
the Burundians overwhelming 
the health infrastructure and 
sanitation facilities, aid agen¬ 
cies said Tuesday. 

Between 500 and 2,000 
people are arriving daily in 
the tiny fishing village of Ka- 
gunga, the World Health Or¬ 
ganization said. 

The refugees have aban¬ 
doned their country because 
of fears of political violence in 
the run-up to June elections, in 
which their president is seek¬ 
ing a third term. 

His candidacy has triggered 
demonstrations for three 
weeks in Burundi’s capital. 
Amid the chaos, military offi¬ 
cers launched a coup last week, 
which failed within two days. 

Kagunga’s original popula¬ 
tion of 11,382 has increased to 
over 90,000 since April, WHO 
said in a statement. There is 
not enough safe water for 
drinking. 

With Kagunga surrounded 
by mountains, the refugees 


must wait to board a 100-year- 
old ship and make the three- 
hour trip to the port of Kigoma, 
the International Rescue Com¬ 
mittee (IRC) said. 

The ship is transporting 600 
passengers twice daily, leaving 
those who remain behind in 
overcrowded and unsanitary 
conditions, the aid group said. 

The IRC said it is providing 
medical care in Kagunga, on 
the boat and at a transit camp 
in Kigoma. After making it to 
Kigoma, around 16,000 refu¬ 
gees have moved on to Nyaru- 
gusu refugee camp, a journey 
of up to four hours by road. 

Cases of acute diarrhea and 
cholera have been confirmed, 
according to WHO. 

The UN High Commissioner 
for Refugees office reported 
on Sunday that at least seven 
Burundian refugees had died 
of severe diarrhea. 

Demonstrators in Bujum¬ 
bura, Burundi’s capital, say 
they will continue to protest 
until President Pierre Nlcurun- 
ziza steps down at the end of 
his second term. 

Burundi’s constitution states 
a president can be popularly 
elected to a five-year term, 
renewable once. Nlcurunziza 
maintains he can run for a 
third term because parliament 
elected him for his first one. 

Opponents say a third term 
violates the Constitution and 
peace accords that ended a 
civil war.

HUMAN TRAFFICKING 

Plan aims to 
destroy vessels 
of smugglers 

Experts say the European 
Union’s plan to disrupt the 
business of human traffickers 
and destroy their boats in the 
Mediterranean is a short-term 
deterrent that is likely to be 
dangerous, costly and tough to 
implement. 

Faced with a rising death toll 
of migrants tiying to cross the 
Mediterranean to get into Eur¬ 
ope, the EU wants to launch a 
militaiy operation next month 
to “destroy the business model” 
of the smugglers to coincide 
with the migrant high season. 
The operation will progressively 
include surveying smuggling 
routes, searching and boarding 
possible smuggling boats and 
eventually, possibly destroying 
those boats. 

However, experts voiced con¬ 
cern Tuesday about the plan’s 
real impact on smugglers — 
saying it could be just a media 
show to demonstrate EU deter¬ 
mination to stop these perilous 
sea voyages. 


The operation is still in the 
planning stage and requires a 
UN Security Council resolution 
and some consent from Libya, 
the major departure site for 
smugglers, for its full implemen¬ 
tation to be legally sound. It will 
involve European navy ships, 
drones and satellite imageiy. 

“Having this aggressive mil¬ 
itaiy action is really sound and 
fury,” said Tuesday Reitano from 


the Global Initiative Against 
Transnational Organized Crime. 
“It’s going to cost a lot, it’s going 
to look very impressive, with 
naval boats patrolling up and 
down, but it’s certainly not go¬ 
ing to have a long-term impact.” 

According to a planning docu¬ 
ment, the aim is “to disrupt the 
business model of the smug¬ 
glers” by systematically destroy¬ 
ing their main assets: boats. 


Some of the simple boats 
though, many of them inflat¬ 
able, might be easily replaced. 
Others have been designed to 
be abandoned, like the cargo 
ship programed to ram into 
Italy’s shore. But some may be 
tougher to replace, raising costs 
and convincing fishermen to no 
longer make their vessels avail¬ 
able to smugglers.

Republicans admit 
Iraq was a mistake 


It’s perhaps fitting that a 
member of the Bush family 
has achieved in a few days 
something that seemed un¬ 
attainable for years: getting 
Republicans to declare that 
the 2003 invasion of Iraq was, 
after all, a big mistake. 

Republican presidential 
candidates have been lining 
up to call it an error. 

Ted Cruz, Scott Walker, 
Marco Rubio, George Patalci, 
Rick Santorum, Rand Paul, 
radio host Laura Ingraham 
— every one took a position 
that would have been anath¬ 
ema within the party a few 
years ago. 

It was all triggered by an 
apparent flub by Jeb Bush. 

The presidential hope¬ 
ful, ex-Florida governor and 
brother of the president who 
attacked Iraq was asked on 
Fox News last week wheth¬ 
er he would have invaded, 
knowing what he knows to¬ 
day. 

Yes, he replied. 

He tried to correct the re¬ 
cord a day later. He said he’d 
misinterpreted the question 
and had based his answer on 


how he felt in 2003 — when 
the U.S. government said Sad¬ 
dam Hussein had weapons of 
mass destruction and an inva¬ 
sion would be quick and easy. 
By week’s end, he settled on 
a final answer: no. 

He was pounded with 
criticism in the meantime 
— largely from his own side. 

Ingraham, a popular con¬ 
servative radio host, said: 
“You can’t still think that go¬ 
ing into Iraq, now, as a sane 
human being, was the right 
thing to do. If you do, there 
has to be something wrong 
with you.” 

Other presidential aspir¬ 
ants had no problem an¬ 
swering the Iraq question. 

“Of course not,” Cruz, the 
conservative favourite from 
Texas, told CNN. 

“I mean, the entire predi¬ 
cate for the war against Iraq 
was the intelligence that 
showed they had weapons 
of mass destruction and that 
there was a real risk they 
might use them ... 

“We now know that intel¬ 
ligence was false.”

Iraq responds to 
capture of Ramadi 


As it moves to tiy to reverse the 
stunning loss of Ramadi, the 
capital of Iraq’s largest Sunni 
province, the Shiite-led govern¬ 
ment is hamstrung by the sect¬ 
arian politics it has failed to 
overcome ever since the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant (ISIL) 
began its rampage more than a 
year ago. 

Prime Minister Haider al- 
Abadi vowed Tuesday to arm 
Sunni tribesmen to help retake 
Ramadi, a plan the United States 
has encouraged to better em¬ 
power the minority community 
in the fight to defend their cities 
and to reduce their support for 
the Sunni extremists. 

But the pledge met immediate 
skepticism from Sunnis, given 
that similar promises after ISIL 


militants seized the northern 
city of Mosul last summer were 
barely implemented. 

It also met quick resistance 
from Shiite rivals within al- 
Abadi’s own government, who 
oppose arming Sunnis. 

At the same time, the gov¬ 
ernment was rallying Iranian- 
backed Shiite militiamen to 
join the offensive, raising the 
prospect of dangerous frictions 
in a country that was nearly 
tom to pieces by bloody Shiite- 
Sunni violence from 2006-2007. 
Though the Shiite militiamen 
have been crucial to reversing 
other losses to ISIL militants, 
they have also been accused of 
abuses against Sunni residents 
of those areas.

Big U.S. firms 
tweak policies 
to get ahead of 
new legislation 

For Shannon Henderson, get¬ 
ting a cold or flu could be the 
difference between putting 
food on the table and going 
hungry. As a part-time cus¬ 
tomer service representative 
at a Walmart in Sacramento, 
Calif., Henderson is one of an 
estimated 40 million American 
workers for whom calling in 
sick is a luxuiy. If they don’t 
work, they don’t get paid. 

Paid sick leave is the next 
frontier in the fight for the 
countiy’s lowest earners. The 
debate has caught the attention 
of governments and compan¬ 
ies alike. 

U.S. President Barack Obama 
is calling for federal legislation 
that would require companies 
to guarantee workers paid sick 
days. And since San Francisco 
started requiring that in 2007, 
nearly 20 cities and three states 
— Connecticut, Massachusetts 


and California — have passed 
similar measures. New York, 
Maiyland and other states are 
considering laws, too. McDon¬ 
ald’s Corp. and Wal-Mart Stores 
Inc. both are making changes 
to their paid sick leave policies. 

The new focus comes in 


the face of wide disparities 
between the benefits received 
by the top and bottom rungs of 
the corporate ladder. Sixty-one 
per cent of U.S. workers get at 
least one paid sick day, accord¬ 
ing to a survey conducted last 
year by the Bureau of Labor 


Statistics. 

But only 20 per cent of work¬ 
ers whose wages are in the 
bottom 10 per cent get paid 
sick leave, compared with 87 
per cent in the top 10 per cent. 
Also, 74 per cent of full-time 
workers get paid sick leave,

while 24 per cent of part-time 
workers do, according to BLS. 

Despite the disparities, some 
industry groups are fighting 
against laws requiring sick 
leave pay. Many companies 
are leaning toward policies that 
lump together sick, personal 
and vacation days. 

Big companies are changing 
their paid sick leave policies 
ahead of legislation. 

Walmart said within a year 
it would end the one-day wait 
for sick pay for all full-time U.S. 
workers. A spokesman said the 
company is reviewing its sick 
policy for part-time workers. 

McDonald’s is taking a dif¬ 
ferent approach by lumping 
together personal and sick 
days. Starting July 1, full-time 
and part-time workers at com¬ 
pany-owned restaurants will 
begin to accrue personal paid 
time off after one year of ser¬ 
vice that can be used for sick

Study sees looming 
housing problem 


MEAT LABELLING LAWS 

U.S. lawmakers introducing 
legislation to avert trade war 


The country has a looming 
housing problem that is going 
to require action from all levels 
of government, according to a 
new report from the Federation 
of Canadian Municipalities. 

The study says the long, 
steady decline in federal sub¬ 
sidies for social housing has left 
provinces, territories and mu¬ 


nicipalities struggling against 
market forces that are making 
it increasingly difficult for low- 
and modest-income renters. 

“One in five renters pays 
more than 50 per cent of their 
income on housing,” Brad 
Woodside, the president of 
the FCM, says in the study.

try where the animals were 
born, raised and slaughtered. 

Canada and Mexico blame 
the rule for reducing exports 
and major business groups 
in the U.S. also criticize it for 
complicating the sorting pro¬ 
cess. 

The Canadian government 
said Tuesday it is serious about 
retaliation. 


“In light of the WTO’s final 
decision and due to the fact 
that this discriminatory meas¬ 
ure remains in place, our gov¬ 
ernments will be seeking au¬ 
thorization from the WTO 
to take retaliatory measures 
against U.S. exports,” Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Gerry Ritz said. 

The sponsors of the Amer¬ 
ican bill expressed optimism 
that it would have enough 
votes to pass the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives and then also the 
Senate, where adoption could 
be a bit trickier. If it fails, Can¬ 
ada and Mexico are preparing 
to impose tariffs on a range 
of American goods including 
wine, cereal and frozen or¬ 
ange juice.

For health and privacy, we 
must protect genetic data

Earlier this month the Senate 
Human Rights Committee 
gutted a bill calling for a law 
against genetic discrimina¬ 
tion in Canada. Instead of 
protecting Canadians from 
having their personal genetic 
information used against 
them, the bill now simply 
provides a definition of “dis¬ 
close” and “genetic test,” and 
protects no one. 

More than 26,000 genetic 
tests are now available to the 
public. Many do-it-yourself 
tests, like those offered by 
mail from the California- 
based company 23andMe, cost 
less than $200. As more Can¬ 
adians elect to find out what 
their genetic blueprints say 
about them, Canada needs to 
protect their genetic informa¬ 
tion from being misused. 

According to Senator James 
Cowan, who tabled the bill, 


most other Western demo¬ 
cratic countries have laws 
like this already. In 2003, the 
United Nations’ scientific and 
cultural organization adopted 
the International Declara¬ 
tion on Human Genetic Data, 
which aims to prevent person¬ 
al genetic information from 
being used against an individ¬ 
ual or group. 

Why isn’t Canada on 
board? The insurance industry 
opposed the original bill ban¬ 
ning genetic discrimination, 
Senator Cowan said in the 
Senate. 

Really? Should business in¬ 
terests be the reason this prin¬ 
ciple fails to become law? 

Many Canadians who are 
sick and in need of treatment 
could be helped by genetic 
testing. 

But with no law to protect 
them, they might decide not 
to get tested. 

They might fear repercus¬ 
sions from their insurance 
company or employers down 
the road, if their tests indicate 
they cany genes that predis¬ 


pose them to a medical condi¬ 
tion or disease. 

Canadians may well decide 
not to get tested if there’s a 
risk their insurance pre¬ 
miums will go up, or that 
they will be denied insurance. 

Ironically, when a patient is 
able to catch a genetic disease 
early through testing, they’re 
often able to take preventa¬ 
tive measures that reduce the 
potential cost of their care for 
eveiyone involved — includ¬ 
ing themselves, the govern¬ 
ment and their insurers. 

Genetic discrimination 
could come from anywhere, 
not just insurance companies. 
Should a hospital be allowed 
to deny a surgeon a job if he 
or she were found to be at 
risk for tremor-causing Par¬ 
kinson’s disease? Would it be 
OK if a private school, whose 
reputation depends on its 
students’ test scores, rejected 
a student who carried a gene 
related to dyslexia? 

We should not leave these 
decisions for Canadian organ¬ 
izations to make for them-

selves. As researchers discover 
more about the complicated 
human blueprint, Canadians 
will need increasing protec¬ 
tion from discrimination that 
might arise from that infor¬ 
mation.

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The government has 
to give us some facts 
before it spins them 



There’s spin, and then there 
are facts. 

And while I don’t mind 
Stephen Harper’s heavy messa¬ 
ging, it’s scaiy how little actual 
information we’re fed. 

Take government scien¬ 
tists, muzzled by what one 
prominent biologist called the 
Conservatives’ “control issue.” 

Yesterday, scientists in 
Ottawa and elsewhere rallied 
to protest restraints that keep 
them from talking to the 
media. Cuts to research mean 
policies will be based on ideol¬ 
ogy in the absence of science, 
they argue. 

Biologist Steve Campana 
(now retired), described a fear 
among scientists. As veterans 
like him retire to escape the 
toxic environment, there will 
be a hoUowing-out of expertise 
and a “death spiral for govern¬ 
ment science,” he told media. 

Of course, Harper is con¬ 
cerned we get his messages. 
Conservative talking points are 
so tightly worded he might as 
well use wind-up dolls. I’m not 
upset that he holds his MPs so 
close they must know what 
deodorant he wears. Spin, after 
all, is a part of government. 

But this is about silencing 
research that we pay for. And it 
goes far beyond science. 

A recent Toronto Star editor¬ 
ial accused Harper of silencing 
numerous watchdogs, includ¬ 
ing ones who overlooked the 
budget, nuclear energy and 
veterans affairs. 
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In Kill the Messengers: 
Stephen Harper’s Assault on 
Your Right to Know, published 
this year, author Mark Bourne 
argues Harper’s control over 
MPs and bureaucrats makes of¬ 
ficials accountable to the PM’s 
agenda, not the electorate. 

We’ve got a National Press 
Theatre, but you’d never know 
it, since Harper barely bothers 
with the press. And his attend¬ 
ance at question period has 
dwindled to less than one third 
of the time, the National Post 
reported this weekend. 

Meanwhile, our Access to 
Information Act feels more 
like the Failure to Access Infor¬ 
mation Act. It’s more a “shield 
against transparency,” Informa¬ 
tion Commissioner Suzanne 
Legault said ahead of a report 
released in March. 

And it’s a joke: last year, the 
Privy Council Office redacted 
even Prime Minister David 
Cameron’s name before 
releasing details of his 2011 
visit (agenda items were also 
blacked out). 

To quote Campana: “when 
you go to the extent of silen¬ 
cing just talking about facts, 
that just doesn’t make any 
sense.” And it doesn’t make for 
a good democracy. 

If it must, the government 
can spin the facts I already 
have on hand — because it 
gave them to me. Without 
those facts, I can’t properly 
judge its actions.

Back to basics f 


From canning to condo-raised 
quail, a movement is bringing 
the country to city living

So you want to go back to the 
land, raise livestock, harvest 
crops. 

Like most city folk, however, 
your head’s in the clouds, 20 
storeys up, nowhere close to a 
home with a garden, let alone 
farmland. It’s impossible, you 
think. 

Far from it, say the auth¬ 
ors of three new cookbooks. 
Your dream is as close as your 
kitchen. 

All three are pioneers of 
urban homesteading, a move¬ 
ment reviving the hands-on 
skills of farm living — and eat¬ 
ing — in the heart of the city. 
It’s everything from growing 
herbs on your windowsill to 
raising quail and collecting your 
eggs for breakfast. 

“Everything DIY, it’s really 
rewarding,” says Aimee Wim- 
bush-Bourque, creator of Simple 
Bites blog and author of Brown 
Eggs and Jam Jars. “People are 
rediscovering the joy of using 
their hands again.” 


For Wimbush-Bourque and 
her husband, it’s about teaching 
their children self-sufficiency, 
and how much fun that can be. 
They even tap their own sugar 
maple tree in Laval, Que., to 
make maple syrup. 

Urban homesteaders come 
from all walks of life. Camilla 
Wynne, author of Preservation 
Society: Home Preserves, went 
from playing in an indie rock 
band to making delicious jams, 
jellies and preserves at her com¬ 
pany Preservation Society in 
downtown Montreal. 

“A lot of urban people don’t 
have direct contact with farms 
and nature and things like that,” 
says Wynne. “People working in 
offices, it connects them with 
the parts of our lives that are 
missing.” 

One thing that connects all 
urban homesteaders is a taste 
for whole foods — in some 
cases, extreme whole foods. 

Michelle Catherine Nelson, 
author of The Urban Home¬ 
steading Cookbook, is a prac¬ 
titioner of that approach. Like 
the rabbits she raised in the 
living room of her downtown 
Vancouver condo — not as pets, 


but ingredients. She believes 
foodies are leading the way. 

“There’s a desire for home¬ 
made, artisanal food,” says Nel¬ 
son, a conservation biologist 
on the West Coast. “Some of 
it is esthetic — like craft beer 
is cooler because it’s craft beer 
— and some of it is about the 
quality.” 

It’s good for the planet 

All three women agree that 
making food and drinks from 
scratch is not only good for your 
taste buds and poclcetboolc, but 
for the planet. 

“Eating local (year-round) is 
not super easy, unless you’re 
canning,” says Wynne. 

Urban homesteading takes 
less energy than factoiy-scale 
farming, and reduces food trans¬ 
portation costs down to walking 
across the living room to your 
balcony to harvest tomatoes. 

Anyone can do it 

Even if the closest you’ve been 
to a farm is a petting zoo and 
you grew up on processed 
food, these pioneers say you 
can champion the urban home¬ 
steading movement. 




TIPS FOR THE URBAN HOMESTEADER

0 Why it's called 
preserving 

Camilla Wynne, owner of Pres¬ 
ervation Society, says food that 
is properly canned will keep for 
a very long time. 

Colour, flavour and texture 
degrade over time, Wynne 
says, but that's it. She argues 
that some preserves like mar¬ 
malade improve with age, like 
wine, as their flavours deepen. 


0 Yes, you can 

Keep things simple when you 
first start canning. 

"I tell people to start with re¬ 
frigerator pickles," says Aimee 
Wimbush-Bourque, author of 
the recipe book Brown Eggs and 
Jam Jars. "They're easy." 

Camilla Wynne says fruits like 
peaches and raspberries are 
also a good bet because there 
is sufficient acid for food safety 
(fruit is acid). "Add spices, herbs, 
honey or liqueurs to amp up the 
flavour," she says. 

BE SAFE: Follow the proper pro¬ 
cedure for canning. That's where 
a class or a mentor can come 
in handy. 


Q Picnic on 
the lawn 

If growing crops on your apart¬ 
ment balcony is out of the ques¬ 
tion, you can forage for free 
food around your apartment 
building or your friend's back 
garden, says conservation biol¬ 
ogist Michelle Nelson. Take dan¬ 
delions, for instance. Europeans 
settlers planted them as an ed¬ 
ible plant. The same is true of 
a lot of weeds found in lawns 
across the country. "People 
forget they're food," she says. 
BE SAFE: Don't eat weeds treat¬ 
ed with pesticides. Nelson is 
putting out a foraging guide 
with 30 edible weeds. 


Oil you can't 
beat 'em, eat 'em 

Nelson suggests that more 
daring locavores might want 
to join the Invasive Food Move¬ 
ment. It's a way to bite back 
against invasive plants and 
animals that are out-compet¬ 
ing native species. 

Have a hankering for es¬ 
cargot? Find some invasive 
European garden snails, tak¬ 
ing over gardens across the 
country. Japanese knotweed, 
now a pesky invasive plant, is 
an edible plant in the spring. 
BE SAFE: Before you set out, 
get guidance on bylaws and 
safety of invasive species. 


0 Get out of town 

If you aren't ready to go whole 
hog, but want a taste of farm 
life, go ahead and get that 
taste, smell and touch — on a 
real farm. "So many farms now, 
if you call them up, they have 
specific visitors days, and you- 
pick-it days," says Wimbush- 
Bourque. "Farmers are wising 
up to the fact that city dwellers 
are looking for that connection 
to the land." 

Wimbush-Bourque and her 
family enjoy visiting local coun¬ 
try fall fairs for a day, packing a 
picnic, visiting the livestock and 
produce displays, and learning 
about the lifestyle. 


Nelson recommends You¬ 
Tube instructional videos and 
online forums as learning tools. 
They’re not just practical resour¬ 
ces — they can provide a sense 
of community, something you 
may need starting out, along 
with a supportive partner. 

“A huge part of my being 
able to do this is my partner 
(Chris),” Nelson says. “When 
I started three years ago, (it 
seemed) nobody was doing any 
of this stuff.... But Chris was 
like, ‘Let’s do this.’” 


Education 

Of course, if you’re planning on 
raising livestock, even micro¬ 
livestock like quail, you need 
to educate yourself on local 
bylaws. You may be pleasantly 
surprised. Wimbush-Bourque 
reports that residents of West- 
mount, Montreal’s most tony 
neighbourhood, are allowed 
to keep chickens. 

Wynne, who offers classes in 
canning and preserving at her 
company Preservation Society, 
says it’s important to seek a 
mentor, or take a class, to en¬ 
sure more success¬ 
ful experiments. 



This recipe, from 
Aimee Wimbush- 
Bourque's recipe book

is the epitome of simple, 
whole food. If you've got 
chives growing in a contain¬ 
er garden on your balcony, 
or a friend with chives in the 
garden, you can make this. 


Radish chive butter 

Makes 34 cup (125 mL) 

(This butter will keep, 
covered and refrigerated, 
for up to 2 days) 

• 34 cup (60 mL) unsalted 
butter, room temperature 

• 4 radishes • 1 Tbsp (15 mL) 
chopped young chives 

• Flaky sea salt 


1. Place butter in a small 
bowl. Using a microplane, 
grate radishes into the but¬ 
ter. Add chopped chives. 
Cream the mixture together 
with a sturdy spatula until it 
is a unified paste. 

2. Transfer radish butter to 
a small serving dish and 
serve at room temperature 
with the sea salt for garnish.

Is there something fishy about 
your beef? 

If you haven’t heard by now, 
you need to eat more fish than 
meat. But why? The science so 
far indicates that the fat bal¬ 
ance in your body is critical to 
your health in terms of aging, 
inflammation and your own hor¬ 
monal load. 

Omega 3,6, and 9 do a lot for 
you, and the Standard (North) 
American Diet (ironically known 
as SAD for short) provides an 
imbalanced amount of 6s and 
9s and not enough 3s.

Omega-3s help protect 
against Alzheimer's 

A study by the University 
of Illinois at Urbana-Cham- 
paign has found that for 
adults at risk of developing 
late-onset Alzheimer's, con¬ 
suming more omega-3 fatty 
acids could have a positive 
effect of cognitive flexibility. 

Looking at 40 cognitively 
healthy older adults who 
were at risk of developing 
late-onset Alzheimer's, they 
found that those who con¬ 
sumed higher amounts of 
omega-3 fatty acids demon¬ 
strated greater cognitive 
flexibility — which refers 
to the ability to switch be¬ 
tween tasks, afp 


provides more 6s and 9s. 

Enter beef breeding. In China, 
high omega-3 meat has been 
“successfully bred.” It appears as 
though what the scientist have 
done is isolate a gene from a 


nematode worm which, when 
added to a cow’s DNA, converts 
omega-6 fat to omega-3. Um, 
eww. Without belabouring the 
GMO topic, it seems like a bi- 
zarrely long way around to a 
simple endpoint. There are more 
than a few ways to get a better 
balance of omega-3. 

• Eat more omega-3 yourself. 
The best source is fish but you 
have additional options like: sea¬ 
weed, seeds and nuts, fortified 
foods and supplements from fish 
or krill oil. No worms required. 

• Choose animals that are fed 
foods like flax and seeds. There 
is evidence that fortifying them 
changes the fat composition for 
the animal, which in turn forti¬ 
fies you. 

• Reduce your intake of beef and 
other meats. 

• Choose organic, wild or grass- 
fed meats when you do enjoy 
them. Fascinatingly, when ani¬ 
mals forage on their natural diet 
of grasses, their fat balance skews 
toward more of the healthier 3.

PET NUTRITION 

Try organic gardening for Fido 



Dogs can benefit from organic veggies like carrots and leafy

Veterinarians are beginning to 
preach the gospel of gardening 
— primarily how organic fruits 
and vegetables can be used to im¬ 
prove the health of family pets. 

Eveiything from carrots to 
leafy vegetables and fruit can be 
added to the cat or dog dish. That 
saves money on pet food, too. 

“I’m seeing things like broc¬ 
coli, cucumbers, apples and pears 
showing up in animal diets,” 
said Dr. Eric Patrin, owner of the 
South Whidbey Animal Clinic in 
Clinton, Wash. “Many pet owners 
are using them as treats. Ten 
years ago, no way dogs would 
be getting that.” 

The No. 1 nutritional problem 
for pets today is that they’re eat¬ 
ing way too much, which leads 
to obesity, diabetes and arthritis, 
said Dr. Johnny Clark, who oper¬ 
ates the Blue Mountain Animal 
Clinic in Luray, Virginia. 

“You can’t exercise your way 
off a bad diet,” Clark said. “Go 
with smaller portions. And try 
introducing green beans. They’re 
rich in fibre and don’t have any 
unnecessary calories. They make 
a good filler and that’s just the 
ticket for animals needing to 
lose weight.” 

Carrots, leafy greens, blue¬ 
berries and blackberries also 
are great pet food additions and 


can be served up raw, steamed 
or sauteed. Peppermint, catnip 
and rosemary are standard pet- 
garden plants, although many 
mints — including catnip — can 
be invasive unless contained. 

Beware introducing amaryllis, 
rhododendron, chrysanthemum, 
dieffenbachia and lilies to your 
property. They are among the 
most toxic flora known for ca¬ 
nines and felines. 

Dogs and cats are grazers, 
frequently nibbling on grass 
to soothe what ails them. 
The problem with that, how¬ 
ever, is that many lawns are 
loaded with herbicides and 
pesticides. 

“I always thought lawns were 


supposed to be a family refuge,” 
said John Harrison, sales and mar¬ 
keting manager for the Espoma 
Co., which makes organic fertil¬ 
izers for the retail lawn and gar¬ 
den industry. “You can grow good 
lawns without using chemicals.” 

The company has a Safe Paws 
campaign that emphasizes nat¬ 
ural gardening solutions. 

Organic weed and insect con¬ 
trol extends well beyond lawns, 
he said. 

“Look at the totality of the 
garden or landscape,” Harrison 
said. “There are a number of 
situations that can be changed 
to make yards more hospitable 
to pets.”

Males admire 
their reflection 
23 times a day, 
females only 16 

Women are often portrayed as 
bathroom hoggers who spend 
hours in front of the mirror be¬ 
fore leaving the house, but new 
research shows that men could 
actually be the vainer sex. 

A survey of 1,000 British indi¬ 
viduals by men’s lifestyle e-tailer 
Avaj has revealed that men look 
at their reflection 23 times a 
day on average — compared to 
women, who check themselves 
out a mere 16 times. 

And while the ladies are gener¬ 
ally checking that nothing is out 
of place and wonying about love 
handles or stray eyebrow hairs, 
guys admit that most of the time 
when they check themselves out 
it is purely for the pleasure of ad¬ 
miring their favourite body parts. 

On average, men confessed 
to spending 10 minutes per 
day looking at their reflection 
— amounting to over two days 
per year. A self-confident 11 per 
cent of male respondents even 
admitted to mirror gazing over 
30 times a day. 

When it comes to their fa¬ 
vourite parts, the majority of 
guys are all about the guns, with 
76 per cent checking out their 
arms. This is followed by their 
legs (54 per cent), their smiles 


(49 per cent), their eyes (43 per 
cent), and their hair (38 per cent). 

Overall, 82 per cent of men 
agreed that maintaining a good 
personal appearance was a key 
prerogative, with 67 per cent re¬ 
vealing they have three or more 
cosmetic products, and 34 per 
cent admitting to having used 
a female friend or family mem¬ 
ber’ s cosmetic products in the 
past. Nine percent use cosmet¬ 
ic products targeted at women 
regularly. 

Tracey Denison, managing dir¬ 
ector at Avaj, said the behaviour 


could be due to the increasing 
trend for selfies. “It’s also possible 
that the selfie trend is partially 
driving this rise in male vanity, 
as people become more used to 
celebrating their appearance,” 


she explained. 

“Unfortunately, this doesn’t 
seem to have seeped through 
to women as much, and they 
still seem to be the more self- 
conscious sex.” AFP 


ANALYSIS 

Pop lyrics getting 
dumber and dumber 


Lyrics across a variety of pop 
genres have been losing so¬ 
phistication over the last 10 
years, according to an analy¬ 
sis by Andrew Powell-Morse of 
ticket marketplace SeatSmart. 

Powell-Morse analyzed 225 
songs hat had all spent at least 
three weeks at number one on 
the Billboard charts for Pop, 
Country, Rock, and R&B/ 
Hip-Hop for any given year. 

He found that while 
in 2005-2006 an eight- 
or nine-year-old might , V 
have had trouble with 
some pop lyrics, that is 
no longer a problem, 
with 2014 lyrics dip¬ 
ping to the reading 
level of a seven- or 
eight-year-old. 

Among his other 
findings are that 
men “talk more” 


— that is, their songs feature 
a higher word count — while 
women “have slightly more in¬ 
telligent things to say,” meas¬ 
ured by the U.S. grade level of 
the texts. 

Country came out 
with the highest 
reading level, fol¬ 
lowed by pop and 
rock with a tie, 
* and R&B/hip-hop 
had the low¬ 
est. Artists 
who came 
out on top 
included Emi¬ 
nem for hip- 
hop, Carrie 
Underwood 
for country, 
Nickelbaclc for 
rock and Mariah 
Carey for pop.

Car company puts 
priority on potty breaks 

Toyota knows how import¬ 
ant bathroom breaks are on 
long road trips, so they've 
developed an app for locat¬ 
ing the loo. 

Due to roll out Thursday in 
Japan, the app doesn't just 
tell you where the toilet is, 
it gives specifics like how 
many steps there are into a 
building, if it is wheelchair 
accessible, or if it has baby 
changing facilities. 

Created in partnership with 
the Iseshima Barrier Free 
Tour Center, a not-for-profit 
organization that promotes 
personal "barrier-free" stan¬ 
dards for people with special 
needs, the app will get its of¬ 
ficial debut at Welfare 2015, a 
health and welfare exhibition 
taking place this week in Na¬ 
goya, Japan. Initially the app 
will only offer in-depth infor¬ 
mation on areas in Japan.

Seven hours of sleep a day 
keeps bad health away 

A study from the Univer¬ 
sity of Wisconsin School of 
Medicine and Public Health 
has found that while it may 
not be easy, getting at least 
seven hours of sleep a day 
could lessen the negative 
health consequences 
for those who do shifts 
outside the 9-to-5 sched¬ 
ule. 

Using 2008-2012 data 
from the Survey of the 
Health of Wisconsin, re¬ 
searchers found that shift 
workers were significantly 
more likely to be over¬ 
weight (47.9 per cent vs. 
34.7 per cent for trad¬ 
itional schedule workers). 
They also had more sleep 
problems, including in¬ 
somnia (23.6 per cent vs. 
16.3 per cent) and insuffi¬ 
cient sleep (53.0 per cent 
vs. 42.9 per cent).

The megawatt attention 
for the pair is ironic, in a way. 
In Carol, Blanchett and Mara 
play women drawn irresistibly 
together, but who must cloak 
their surging affection for one 
another in subtle, hidden ges¬ 
tures, keeping their love unseen 
to a conservative, male-domin¬ 
ated world. 

“There’s something Romeo 
and Juliet-esque about it,” Blan¬ 
chett says of the film. “There’s 
a universality to the love story 
that moves it out of the niche. 

“It’s about the perspective or 
the feeling of being in love for 
the first time. And, yes, it’s not 
immaterial that there are two 


women at the centre of it. But at 
certain moments, it kind of is.” 

The long-in-development 
Carol is finally out in the open 
after more than a decade of at¬ 
tempts to adapt the 1952 novel 
by Patricia Highsmith. The book, 
originally published under a 
pseudonym, has long been a 
classic of gay literature. 

By the reception at Cannes, 
Carol seems sure to be in the Os¬ 
car hunt this year after it opens 


Dec. 18, particularly for its sump¬ 
tuous period production and 
the raved-about performances 
of its two stars. 

Chemistry between Mara and 
Blanchett is essential for the 
film to work, but the produc¬ 
tion schedule didn’t allow any 
time for rehearsals. It was either 
going to be there, or not. 

“A lot of people ask me: What 
did you do to get the chemistry?” 
says Mara. “But chemistry, I 


don’t think is something you 
can create. You either have it, 
or you don’t.” 

Blanchett says their chemistry 
came from their firm faith in the 
project and a shared seriousness. 

“I feel we’re both quite 
practical and pragmatic 
about the work,” she says. 
“We’re both pretty unshoclc- 
able. There was a little: ‘Don’t 
worry, don’t be embarrassed.’”

Talk about longevity: the Volks¬ 
wagen Golf is now 40 years 
old, and in that time, the com¬ 
pany has made more than 30 
million copies. And now, for 
2015, there’s a new one. 

You might not even notice if 
you’re not really familiar with 
it, because the styling chan¬ 
ges are relatively minor. But it 
rides on a new platform, and 
it’s slightly longer and wider 
for more interior space. 

A two-door 
hatchback ver¬ 
sion starts at 
$18,995, while 
the four-door be¬ 
gins at $19,995. 

A station wag¬ 
on is also avail¬ 
able. A diesel en¬ 
gine is offered, 
but this reviewer drove the 
turbocharged gasoline 1.8-litre 
four-cylinder. And there’s one 
more choice in all three Golf 
trim lines: five-speed manual 
or six-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission. 

No car stays around that 
long if it doesn’t have the 
chops. The Golf feels solid but 
not heavy, and its steering is 
almost perfectly weighted, with 


enough heft to feel in control, 
but still light enough that you 
can spin it easily into a parking 
space. There is virtually no lag 
in its peppy turbo engine, and 
the automatic shifts smoothly 
and almost imperceptibly. This 
car is just a joy to drive. 

Don’t prejudge if you in¬ 
itially find the seats too hard. 
They’re not cushy, but they’re 
extremely supportive, and un¬ 
like many softer seats, they’ll 
stay comfortable for hours. 

The car Metro took for a 
drive had the top Highline 
trim, which includes leath¬ 
er seats, rain-sensing wipers, 
twin-pane panoramic sunroof, 
and an auto-dimming mirror, 
for $29,895. The vehicle also 
included an optional package 
of premium stereo, navigation, 
LED running lights, forward 
collision warning, and adapt¬ 
ive high-intensity headlamps 
for another 
$2,195. 

An issue 
with the Golf 
is that while 
the interior 
is put togeth¬ 
er very well, 
its plain and 
plastic-heavy 
appearance can be at odds 
with the top trim’s price. It’s 
fine in the $20,000 model, but 
doesn’t look upscale enough 
at $32,000. 

That aside, 30 million fans 
can’t be wrong. The Golf is 
practical, but it’s also a good 
performer. Even if you only buy 
a car as a commuter, there’s 
no reason why it can’t be fun 
to drive, as well.

The Mercedes-Benz Vi¬

Supercharging with Tesla, tesla 

China 
inspires 
Tesla move 


E-CARS 

Automaker 
to adopt 
new charging 
standards 

Electric-car maker Tesla will 
adopt China’s future standard 
for charging electric vehicles, 
the company said recently, 
in an issue which has been 
a barrier to sales for the US 
firm in the world’s largest 
auto market. 

Tesla’s imported electric 
vehicles now use a plug based 
on the European standard, 
which is incompatible with 
the current Chinese standard, 
Tesla officials have said. But 
Tesla has pledged to make 
its vehicles match China’s 
charging standard, which is 
still under review. 

“Tesla will also provide 
conversion devices for 
vehicles to realize perfect 
compatibility with the new 
standard,” the company said. 

China is currently formu¬ 
lating its own standards for 
electric vehicles including 
charging, the Ministry of In¬ 


dustry and Information Tech¬ 
nology said in September, but 
gave no timing. 

“Solving the charging 
problem is the top priority 
in promoting pure-electric 
cars,” said Zhu Xiaotong, Tes¬ 
la’s general manager for the 
China region. 

“Tesla will fully co-operate 
on the development of the 
national standards and con¬ 
struction of public charging 
infrastructure,” he added. 

Despite early positive 
media coverage, the company 
has struggled in the Chinese 
market, building up an inven¬ 
tory of unsold cars and laying 
off staff. Tesla founder Elon 
Musk told the media earlier 
this year, “China is the only 
place on Earth where we have 
excess inventory.” 

China’s electric car market 
remains small for now. Elec¬ 
tric and hybrid vehicle sales 
in the country reached 26,581 
in the first quarter of this 
year, three times the num¬ 
ber from the year-ago per¬ 
iod, but still accounting for 
less than 1 per cent of total 
sales, according to the China 
Association of Automobile 
Manufacturers, afp

Now replaced by the Mazda CX- 
5, the Tribute was a Ford-based 
crossover model that offered up 
available V6 power, four-wheel 
drive, generous amounts of 
ground clearance, and a focus 
on capability and versatility. 

Competing with machines 
such as the Toyota RAV-4, Hon¬ 
da CR-V and Subaru Forester, 
Tribute also offered two or four- 
wheel drive, and manual or 
automatic transmissions. 

The model boasted a com¬ 
fortable ride and car-like hand¬ 
ling, despite being surprisingly 
capable in an off-road setting. 
The fully automatic 4x4 sys¬ 
tem works well in virtually 
any situation, too, diligently 
extracting traction from even 
slippeiy surfaces. 

Largely, the Tribute looks 
like a solid used crossover SUV 
bet, though a few checks are 
advised during the test-drive 


process for peace of mind. 

On a test drive of 2008-2011 
models, pay special attention 
to the operation of the auto¬ 
matic transmission. 

Scrutinize any model that is 
difficult to shift into or out of 
gear, and note any hard shift¬ 
ing, hesitation or slipping from 
the gearbox. 

Some owners have reported 
having to replace transmissions 
under warranty. Another sign 
of trouble is a delay when tiy- 
ing to shift from reverse to 
drive, and vice versa. Tiy this 
several times, making note of 
any delay. 

Check for proper operation 
of the power windows in both 
directions, as numerous re¬ 
ports of failed window regula¬ 
tors have been made in owner 
forums. 

Note any coolant or oil leaks 
beneath the vehicle, especially 
originating from the transfer 
case or rear differential. If a 
leak is detected, a bad seal may 
be the culprit. 

Finally, check the used Trib¬ 
ute for rust, especially around 
the lower and inner edges of 
the doors, tailgate and hood.

Seek out a good price 
on a model with full service 
records that exhibit no signs 
of trouble, and buy confi¬ 
dently.

The new Camaro is light¬ 
er, smaller, faster and built 
around the needs of dedicat¬ 
ed drivers, and could easily 
be mistaken for a European 
rather than an American 
sportscar. 

Chevrolet claims that in 
order to deliver something 
special, it focused on three 
pillars: performance, technol¬ 
ogy and design, plus feedback 
from current Camaro owners. 

“(They) provided dir¬ 
ect feedback on what they 
loved about their car and 
what they wanted for the 
next-gen Camaro,” said A1 
Oppenheiser, Camaro chief 
engineer. “As a result, the 
2016 Camaro builds on what 


made the current Camaro 
such a success with more 
power, more agile handling 
and more technology.” 

However, there was also 
another aspect at play dic¬ 
tating how the new Camaro 
would look and feel — the 
new Ford Mustang which 
itself has been redefining 
benchmarks.

The Stanley Cup playoffs can be 
a roller-coaster ride with climbs 
and drops, unpredictable twists 
and turns. But there’s no sign 
that reads: “You must be this 
tall to ride.” 

If that existed, there’d be 
no room for Tyler Johnson of 
the Tampa Bay Lightning or 
Johnny Gaudreau of the Cal¬ 
gary Flames. Johnson is favour¬ 
ably listed at five-foot-eight and 
Gaudreau at five-foot-nine, yet 
they’ve been larger than life in 
this post-season. 

Johnson, Gaudreau and 


even sub-six-foot players like 
Patrick Kane of the Chicago 
Blaclchawlcs, Sami Vatanen of 
the Anaheim Ducks, Brendan 
Gallagher of the Montreal Cana- 
diens and Carl Hagelin of the 
New York Rangers are proving 
that the playoffs can be a small 
guy’s game.

“We are friends, but we’re dif¬ 
ferent,” Osuna says. “Eveiyone’s 
trying to make it through, so I’m 
here and I’m trying to do my best.

“He’s stable and improving,” 
said Dr. Timothy Pohlman, who 
performed the surgeiy at Indi¬ 
ana University Health Method¬ 
ist Hospital. “His condition was 
critical upon his arrival and I 
think the IndyCar system as a 
whole needs to be commended 
for how well they can take care 
of drivers in this situation.”
